very brief itlnes., Captain Schulze was a 
very woll-known persobage in nautical cir- 
oles from one end of the China const to the 
other, though latterly he spent much of his 
time on sbore and contributed u good deal 
to the columns of this paper, with which he 
was connected for the paat, 18 months. 
Captain” Schulze had for .years ‘hold. com- 
manfla in the employment of the O.N. Co., 
which: he left to take up the position at 
Obemulpo} which be in turn surrendered to 
run tho first steamer between that port and 
the capital of Korea. The decoased was a 
gentleman of more than average attain- 
monts ; was an excullont linguist, and took 
a deep interest in meteorology. Indeed he 
was largely instrumental ia organizing the 
Shanghai Metcorologivai Sociaty of which ho 
was the Honorary Secretary at the time of 
his death Of. a retiring-and studious dis- 

sition, poor old Schulze’ made few 
riends, but if he did he never made an 
enemy. A more harmless or better natural 
wan never lived, aud withal ne'er o better 
fellow, and his fau'ts: whatevor they mght 
have been, were only sips against himself 
and pot againat his folloremen.

In tho form of tho foot the sexes differ as 
mucb or even more than in thot of the hand, 
A woran’s foot is usually narrower in pro- 
portion than a man’s, while bis will be con- 
siderably atronger in the aukle and more 
powerful in the formation of the toes, es- 
pooially of the ball of the great toe, says 
the Boston Herald. * 

When a women owns a etrong, firm, wide 
foot many of us experience perhaps no sen- 
sation of surprise at finding her ‘strong 
minded’; when a man (rips along on a de- 
lioate little foot people instinctively believe 
him to be lacking in power and often put him 
down as effominate.

Slow steps, whether long or short, suggest 
a gentle or reflective state of mind, as the 
gaze may be, while, on the contrary, quick 
steps acem to apeak of agitation and energy. 

-Refleotion ie revenled in frequent pauses 
and walking to and fro, backward atid for- 
ward ; the direction of the steps, wavering 
and following evory changing impules of the 
mind, inevitably betrays uncertainty, hesi- 
tation and indecision, :
